CHICAGO, Dec. 22 — State’s . Hanrahan from 


Attorney Edward Y, Hanrahan 
said today that he will run for 
re-eiection . in / defiance' of 
Mayor Richard Daley and the 
pdwerfnl' Cobk County Demo- 
cratic organization. . 

Hanrahan, who is- under In- 
dietihent for his part in a 1969 
raid in ' which two ' Black 
Panthers ■: were killed, an- 
nounced his candidacy in an 
emotion^, five-minute pre- 
pared' stetement It set the 
stageifctr one of Illinois’ most 
bitter: |internal Democratic 
Party st^ggles in decades. 

Hahr&an “;wi!l face two, op- 
ponents! in- the party’s March 
21 primary: the- organization- 
endorsed candidate, Judge 
Raymond El Berg, who re- 
placed Hanrahan- on the regu- 
lar par^ ticket Monday, and 
indeperident'Democrat Donald 
Page Mciore. 

Moore, a former special fed- 
eral prcsecutor, predicted that 
Hanrahan’s candidacy wiU

Monday. 

Hanrahan^ has since been 
subjected 'to intense pressure 
from Daley and other party 
leaders to -withdraw from the 
ballot in favor of Berg. They 
also wanted him to resi^ his 
elected office so that the Dem- 
ocrat-dominated Cook County 
Board could appoint Berg his 
successor. 

But Hanrahan refused to 
do either. 

‘I won’t "back down for any- 
thing, I won’t quit I haven’t 
committed any crime,” he said 
today 

‘If I didn’t seek re-election 
because of the case, that 
would be the Black Panther’s 
biggest propaganda victory. I 
don’t Intend to give them that 
victory and I don’t believe you 
want them to have it”
